The question having been raised whetherthe President will sign an act increasingthe legal-tender circulation to $400,000,000,in connection with the proposed

increase of National Banking Capital, it
can be authoratively stated that such an
act will be promptly signed by the President.In this connection the President
lias said that the proposed enactment respectingthe legal-tender circulation
would only bo regarded as definitely settlingan interpretation of the exiating law;
about which members ot Congress had
honestly diSered, bat respecting which
ho had entertained no doubt, as evinced
under Mr. Boutwell'a and his successor's
administration ot the Treasury Department.So if Congress should fall to pass
the pending measure the Secretary ol
the Treasury would bo at liborty to use
the balance ot the legal-tender reserve,
now amounting to $13,000,000. He did
not see how this could be otherwise.
